T. J. CONOLLY finetructed by 
Messrs. Ruttledge and Corr) applied 
for the release of twelve men who had 

been committed to Sligo Prison on 7th inst. 
by the Court for contempt by infringing an 
injunction. restraining them from trespassmg 
on a several fishery in the Rive Moy, claimed 
hy Miss Margaret’ Little and others. 

The twelve. men are; Patrick Langan, 
Michael Langan, Michael Lynn, Patrick Lynn, 
John Duggan, Thomas Langan, John Langan, 
Martin Lynn and Bernard Duggan, all ol 
Ballygarry,. Carrowmore, Lacken Ballina; 
Thomas Hynes and Martin Coultry, Banagher, 
Carrowmore; aud John Malley, Boghill, 
Carrowmore 
In reply to Mr. Justice Johnston, Mr. 
Conolly said that 39 other men had been com- 
mitted on last Friday for trespass on the same 
fishery. None of the present applicants was 
a defendant in the original action of Little 
and others against Cooper and others concern- 
ing the ownership of the fishery. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that these men 
knew perfectly well the judgment had been 
delivered in favour of the plaintiffs in the 
action. 

Mr. Conolly said that he moved on an 
affidavit of Mr. Edmund Corr, solicitor, which 
exhibited a letter signed by the applicants, in 
which they apologised for their contempt and 
undertook that there would be no further 
infringement of the injunction by them. They 
stated that they were ignorant of committing 
contempt, and added *‘We were undeg the 
opinion that having licences to fish we could 
do so.” , 

All of these men had, said Mr. Conolly, 
taken out £4 licences forthe use of draught 
nets. 

Mr, Justice Johnston said that the state- 
ment that the men were under the opinion 
that, having licences, they could fish there, 
was untrue. i 

Mr. Conolly said that he thought that there 
was some misconception on the part of these 
men. 

Mr. Justice. Johnston—Uh, no. ‘It was a 
regular determination on the part of the whole 
population of Ballina, as far as I can see, to 
destroy this property. I can hardly picture 
to myself what would be the conditien of 
affairs in a district if it entered the heads of 
some persons that house property or land had 
been got by people’s ancestorst four or five 
hundred years ago in a wrong sort of way. It 
would mean rank anarelfy in that partrcular 
district. It seems to me that the condition of 
affairs in Ballina is in a very bad way at the 
present time. 

Mr. Conolly said that hé thought that it 
had been shown that the long arm of the 
law did reach to Ballina, seemg that 52 people 
had been committed during the last fortnight. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—Il would have no 
hesitation in sending the whole population of 
Ballina to jail if the necessity arises. 

Mr, Conolly said that it had been stated 
last Friday by counsel for the plaintiffs in 
the action that these fishermen, by reason of 
their entry on the fishery, had made large 
sums on the sale of fish and were now in a 

sition to pay certain costs. He was definitely 
wstructed to say that that was not the case, 
and that they were poor men. : 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that there must 
have been a very considerable sale of salmon 
by the poachers. 

Mr. Conolly—The picture. was conjured up. 
of thousands of bert worth of salmon being 
sold. 
Mr. Price, K.C., who, with Mr. Phelps, 
K.C., and Mr. Newett (instructed by Messrs. 
W..J. Shannon and Co.), appeared for the 
plaintiffs in the action, sard that what he had 
stated was that the plaintiffs had lost thou- 
sands of pounds by not being able to fish their 
river, 

Mr, Conolly said that if it was made a con- 
dition of release that the men should pay 
costs, it would-be. nugatory because they 
could not pay. | ' 

Mr. Price said, that these ' poor men.’ paid 
£4 for licences, and their nets cost £15 each, 
and there were two boats concerned so that 
£38 had been. expended. It was unlikely that 
they would‘have expended that money if they 
were not making anything out of the fishing. 
It was idle te saggest that they.did not know 
of ‘the state of affairs, because each had been 
served personally. with a statement that if 
they continued fishing they would bé brought 
hefore the Court, but they continued fishmg. 
The, fishing season was now practically over 


the fish. The costs were equivalent to about 
£8 on each of these men. He understood that 
four boats were still fishing in the river. If 
these nien got off they could laugh at the 
Court aud say ah apology was cheap. 

Mr, Justice Johnston said that he had no 
desire to kebp these men in jail, and he had 
had no desire to send them im the first in- 
stance, but he thought that if they were to 
be allowed out, the least they could do would 
be to offer to pay the costs of the motion. 
He adjourned the motion for a week, and 
said that. if an offer was made to pay, at any 
rate a substantial portion of the costs of the 
motion, he would make an order for the 
applicants’ discharge, but, unless that was 
done, he would keep them in jail.

The hearing of the appeal im the case of 
Mrs. Margaret O’Brien, dispensary nurse, 
Killenaule, Co. .

The appeal was brought on behalf of Mrs. 
O’Brien from an order of the Circuit Court 
dismissing her application “for compensation, 
for injuries received while in the employment 
of the Board of Health. It was stated that 
when cycling back from a maternity case on 
1st May she was involved in a collision with 
a donkey and cart, and was seriously injured. 

The Circuit Court, judge held that she was 
not a workman within the meaning of the 
Workmen’s Compensation Act, 1934, and that 
no contract of service existed between her 
and the’ Board of Health.

Opening the case, Mr. 
said O'Malley. who died aged about 78, was a 


native of Galway, and he had worked all 
his life in Buffalo, where the plaintiff also 
resided with her parents. O'Malley was a 
house painter, and had been working for the 
laintift’s father. In May, 1933, he told Miss 

cCabe that he was going to Ireland on a 
holiday, and said he had about 8,000 dollars in 
his Lank, but asked ber for the loan of ‘6, 
dollars, as he wanted to, have some money 
in the bank in America, in case there should 
be any difficulty about his return to the 
United States. The money in the bank in 
America would be there to meet the pro- 
missory note when it became due. 

On these representations the plaintiff with- 
drew 6,000 dollars in cash from -her bank 
and gave it to O'Malley, who handed her a 
promissory note for the amount from his own 
bank. She filled in the body of the docu- 
ment, and O'Malley signed it. He assured 
her that the money would not be taken out 
of America. They had an affidavit, how- 
ever, from the assistant manager of 
O’Malley’s bank stating that in; May, 1933, 
O'Malley” withdrew 7, dollars; all the 
money remaining to his credit there, and 
closed his account. 

In June O’Malley came to Ireland’ and 
became very ill, ultimately going into Cove 
Hospital, where he died on 22nd November, 
having made a will in the’ previous June, In 
which he purported to dispose of all his 
estate. He left a legacy .of £20 tá the 
Superior-General for Chinese Missions in 
Ireland, and the residue equally between the 
Superior-General ‘of the Christian Brothers 
for educational purposes in the city and 
county of Galway and the Mother Superior 
of the Little Sisters of the Poor in Ireland 
for charities under her care in Galway, and— 
if there was no such charity under her care 
in Galway—then to such other community 
in Galway as his executors might select, 
giving preference to the Sisters of Charity. 

Mr. FitzGerald said that O’Malley’s estate 
had realised £1,574, and this amount, less 
what had been paid in death duties and other 
debts, had been lodged in Court to the credit 
of the action. 


AN OLD BROWN PURSE 


The plaintiff, who had come to Dublin for 

the hearing of the action, gave evidence that 
she lent the money in question to O'Malley, 
and that he signed the promissory note. 
O'Mallev, she said, took away the notes she 
gave him in what appeared to be a lady's 
old brown leather purse, which he used as a 
wallet. When she presented the note for 
payment at O’Malley’s bank it was not 
honoured, and she had to institute these pro- 
ceedings. 
Cross-examined*by Mr. Moloney, she said 
that she had been married, and the marriage 
was dissolved, Portion of the money she had 
lent® to O'Malley was made up of payment 
of 7,000 dollars, which had. been paid to her 
after the anmwulment of her marriage. She had 
never heard until she. had come into Court 
that O’Mallev had withdrawn all his money 
from his hank in Buffalo before he came to 
Ireland. She had always looked on him as a 
decent, honest man. 

At the conclusion of the plaintiff's evidence 
Mr. Justice O'Byrne said that the case would 
have to go for trial before a judge and jury 
on the question whether or not O'Malley 
signed the note and owed the plaintiff the 
money she was claiming. “1 will not,” he 
said, ‘‘ take the responsibility of deciding that 
issue of fact myself.”’ : 

The case accordingly was adjourned for trial 
before a jury.

But the 
common practice among tourists and campers 
to get their supplies of milk, water and food 
supplies from a wayside stand, or even from 
some nearby farmhouse, is not always a wise 
one. ‘‘ Milk, fresh from the cow '—how 
often we hear that said by the unenlightened 
person—is not always safe milk. Many 
farmers keep a few cows to supply their own 
needs, and over such places there 1s often 
little or no health supervision Under the cir. 
cumstances, milk and water from such 
sources may not be safe. 

Beware of water from springs or brooks; 
do not drink the water unless you boil it 
first. Do not regard water out of a brook or 
stream safe for drinking just because it looks 
clear and clean. It may be polluted with 
sewage, and you may contract typhoid fever 
by drinking it.  '

He ee n ask for lakes, too, of all sizes 
and shapes; and he would get them, from 
Neagh, seventh largest in Europe, down 
to nameless little beauties improbably on 
mountain tops.

_inlets fvr safe canoeing; and he would 
get such inlets, too, by the score. (He 
might, perhaps, ask for less rain and 
more sun than I had on Irish waters; 
but he would have to be careful not to 
overdo it or some of his happiest little 
streams would dry up.) 

Predictions are dangerous things, 
but I will, nevertheless, risk two of 
them—that canoe-cruising 1s going to 
become as popular in the British Isles 
as it is in Central Europe, and that 
Ireland is going to be the chief 
cruising ground. The trouble up to 
now has been to get reliable informa 
tion: the last general description of 
Irish rivers from the point of view of 
the small boat was published in 1896, 
over forty years ago—that is one 
reason why I came over to do the 
rivers for myself. (The other is, of 
course, that I knew I should enjoy 
them: I did, despite the weather, 
which overybody tells me was excep- 
tional—it always is, I find.) 


100 MILES ENJOYMENT 


Of course, I saw very iittle. I never 
vot to the Donegal coastal inlets, nor to 
the Bann and Lough Neagh, nor to Mask 
and Corrib, nor to the inlets of the South- 
West, nor to those of Galway. . All the 
better: it will be a reason to return. 

But I did manage the Erne, starting 
at Killeshandra (which is not on the 
Erne at all: it seemed a suitably Irish 
way to begin a tour) and ending at Ennis- 
killen after a visit to Devenish Island. 
It is a gem of a river, as unexpected as 
anything I have ever seen, with a useful 
little current and continual choices of 
route. The total straight-line distance 
from Killeshandra to Enniskillen is only 


did over a hundred, and it would have 
been easy to double that again by. ex- 
ploring Inke-arms and alternative routes, 
and th'y without covering much of the 
same urea twice. A week is the minimum 
— a month would not be excessive—even 
a whole season would hardly exhaust it 
or become dull. 

I bear the Erne no malice even for 
puncturing my boat (I use one of the 
modern collapsibles, and there are limits 
to the toughness even of those rubber- 
canvas skins). Someone has left an ex- 
cellent old railway-rail in the only 
navigable arch of Baker’s Bridge, just 
exactly where the current takes you, an 
we hit it good and solid. | 

Punctures in a collapsible are not so 
serious as they sound: we landed hastily, 
sponged out the water that had come in 
through the cut, put a five-inch patch on 
the place from the inside and another 
from the outside, using rubber-solution 
just as one would for a tyre puncture, 
amt were away again in twenty minutes 
vr so. This was the only place where 
even the absolute beginner would not have 
found it plain sailing. 


FOR A LAZY HOLIDAY 


I had map and compass, and thought 
that I knew how to use them. We lost 
our way completely on Upper Lough 
Erne, nevertheless. Not that it mattered 
—xyuu could happily spend a week or so 
there, and eventually hit on one of the 
exits as we did. That is a place to go to 
for a really lazy holiday, camping and 
canoeing rather than canoeing and camp- 
ing, and fishing for your larder, and 
never seeing a soul for days on end. 

As I say, we ended at Enniskillen. 
Lower Lough Erne looks too open for a 
canoe in anything but “set fair” 
weather, and we certainly never had an 
of that sort. As a result, Lough Gill 
fitted in so perfectly on our way to pick 
up the Shannon that we had to do it, if 
only for the sake of Innisfree, and I am 
glad to have travelled on that friendly, 
casual little railway from Enniskillen to 
Droniahaire. 

We started the Shannon at Boyle, 
which is not on the Shannon. It makes 
a better starting int than Drum- 
shambo, I think, Lough Key is cer- 
tainly not to be missed. We did only 
140 miles of it: I mean 140 the 
shortest distance—we made them well over 
200, anil had the weather been better it 
ould huvo been more like 300.

not so much in actual measurement as in 
the sense of spaciousness that its wide 
valley gives one. It is really too easy to 
be a canoer’s river, like most that are 
navigated by larger craft: though the 
navigation - markers were useful at 
moments and the barges friendly—we got 
to look out for our friends of previous 
days and they for us. 

The only thing I was scared of was 
wind, adverse wind on the too-large lakes, 
Derg and Ree. With the admirable con- 
trariness of winds, it was. just here that 
they were favourable, and we 
magnificently down both loughs. Where 
we did have a fight with the wind was 
where we had not expected it, on the far 
smaller Jakes, Boderg and Boffin—winds 
are like that. 

The Shannon seems to have grabbed 
more than its sharo of ruins. Clonmac- 
noise alone would satisfy most rivers, but 
the Shannon adds the Innisclothran 
churches, and Rinndown Castle (we 
camped by the outer wall, where the 
bloodshed must have been the heaviest, 
but slept dreamlessly), and Inniscaltra, 
and dozens more. 

Clonmacnoise was a disappointment 
photographically: let it be sated that one 
must arrive around noon to get it from 
the water. We arrived in the evening. 
when our first sight of it was as a 
silhouette against the angry sky. We 
camped there, and the school-teacher, un 
enthusiast and a perfect cicerone, gave up 
his evening to showing us round. We 
should, I fear, have missed the nunnery, 
the best place, had it not been for him, 
as the guide-books do not stress its im- 

rtance at all sufficiently; and I should 

ave regretted not seeing that curious 
sculpture, at moments convincingly 
Aztec, at others definitely Hindu. Next 
morning his whole school came down to 
see the boat and wish us farewell in Irish. 


LOCK FINANCE 


We ended the trip at Killaloe. 
already visited Limerick and Ardna- 
erusha. Let the canoer note, however,

A gaged in Saorstat wholesale clothing 

and boot and shoe factories in 1935 
than in 1932. A satisfactory point is that 
the increase in employment was larger in 
resi:cct to males than females. In the cloth- 
ing factories in four years the number of 
men employed was doubled, while the in 
crease in employment given to women was 
in the ratio of 50 per cent. In the boot and 
shoe factories the males employed nearly 
trebled in 1935 as compared with 1932, and 
is higher than the ratio of increased em 
ployment given to female workers. 
‘These particulars are shown in the detailed 
statistics of the Census of Industrial Produc: 
tion, just issued by the Department of In- 
dustry and Commerce, of which a full gene- 
ral summary appeared in these columns yes- 
terday. 
The report on the clothing trade’s whole- 
sale factories shows that since 1932, when 
there were 48 factories producing men’s and 
boys’ readymade suits, overcoats and caps, 
there has been an increase of 15 factories, 
making 63 in 1935—or one less than existed 
in 1936. A decline in the number of fac- 
tories producing shirts, collars, pyjamas und 
the like has occurred. ese were 46 in 
1932 and 43 in 1935, while factories gece 
ing women’s and girls’ clothing and other 
miscellaneous apparel have grown from 77 
in 1932 to 124 in 1935. 


OVERCOAT TRADE 


The census shows that there was a great 
increase in the manufacture of men’s and 
boys’ overcoats of rubber and other proof 
ings; the value in 1932 was £64, in 
1935 it was £160,306. In leather products of 
the kind there was a heavy Far the 
value of this Saorstat produce in 1933 was 
£42,127—it had fallen in 1935 to £19,765. 
Another instance of the Irish Free State 
manufacturers not being able to compete with 
foreign production is in the wool and worstea 
hat and cap trade. There was an increase in 
production from 63,499 dozens of these 
articles in 1932 to 65,768 dozens in 1933, and in 
1935 production only reached 58,919 dozen, 
a falling off of nearly 7,000 dozen, Ag

BIGGER APPLIANCE SALES 


The increase in consumption of electricity 
for public lighting was 8.9 per cent. over the 
country as a whole, The report adds that 
the Dublin Corporation decided to provide 
entirely new lighting of a modern design in 
the principal streets of the central city area 
on a scheme to be completed over three years. 
In the Dun Laoghaire area the Council 
adopted proposals providing for improved 
lighting of all the main traffic routes in 
accordance with modern designs, as also for 
improved lighting in all residential areas. 

Sales of appliances to the public are re- 
flected in a figure of £73,475 for the year, 
as compared with £63,096 for the previous 
year, being an increase of approximately 40 
per cent. The net profit was £2,903 4s. 84. 
Omitting electric light fittings and electric 
lamps, some 14,000 appliances were sold from 
the Board's showrcoms. Included are irons, 
vacuum cleaners, fires, kettles, toasters, coffce 
percolators, milk warmers and boiling rings, 
cookers, wash boilers, washing machines and 
ironing machines, refrigerators, storage water 
heaters, and immezsion heaters for hot water 
cisterns. 

The installation department carried out 
work to the value of £64,807, as compared 
with £47,032 for the previous year.

SHANNON FISHERIES 


From the figures given the Board appears now 
to have acquired nearly all the fisheries on the 
River Shannon. The report states that to 
enable the fish to reach the spawnmg grounds 
salmon fishing was limited in the waters which 
were acquired. The Board also made arrange- 
ments for the expenditure through the Lime- 
rick Board of Conservators of a special sum 
of £2,000 for the closer protection of the 
fisheries. As a result of these steps, and the 
abolition of net fishing, an imcrease in stock 
both in the main river and its tributaries, is 
anticipated during the course of a few years. 

Successful experiments were carried out to 
facilitate the migration of smolts through the 
head and tail races of the hydro-electric 
works. 

When all fisheries have been acquired the 
Board proposes, with the least possible delay, 
to commence operations on a commercial 
basis. With this in view it has been decided 
to erect a catchmg weir in the vicinity of 
Limerick.

€(/S TRENGTH has. come back to me 
S quickly and wonderfully,’ said the 
Primate, presiding at Speech Day at 

Armagh Royal School. 

His Grace said that if Speech Day had been 
even a week earlier it would have found him 
in hospital. It was a great pleasure to him 
that this was the first opportunity of exercis- 
ing his new-found energy. 

The Headmaster, Mr, H. Hutchings, M.A., 
in his report, said that they had a successful 
year. In the school certificate examinations 
all candidates passed. The senior certificate 
results, he thought, were a true reflection of 
the merits of the candidates, who were far 
and away the best senior form they had had 
for a very long time, and set a splendid tone 
in every way to the rest of the school. In 
the case of the junior examination he often 
wondered if it was really worth all the worry 
and expense it caused, It was intended as 
a enskifying teat of fitness to embark upon a 
senior course, and few people doubted the 
useful and salutary effect of such a test. for 
the average boy. But it could be carried out 
by the schools themselves certaimly with less 
expense, and possibly with no less value. 


RADIO AND FILM LESSONS 
Dealing with modern educational develop- 
ments. Mr. Hutchings said. that the broad- 
cast leason, the cinema, and all the rest of it 
could be extremely helpful in their place, 
but they could never replace the demand 
for accuracy and the insistence upon funda- 
mental groundwork, which was the hall- 
mark of the great teachers of the past. Dis- 
cipline of the mind was essential to educa- 
tion, and, if the magic lantern and the 
lesson which was turned on with a knob 
were thought to be a means of avoiding this 
discipline, it was a confusion of their real 
purpose. There was no short cut to educa- 
athletics, it gave him 


tion.

sonally as much satisfaction that they ad 
raised teams to contest teams from other 
schools in: hockey, swimming, boxing and 
athletics as to reflect upon ther over- 
average rformances in football and 
cricket.

What they were learning in 
school was how to get there.

It is almost certain, 
however, that the Labour men will not 
oppose Mr. de Valera, in which event his 
return to power—or to a conditional 
power—will be assured, Can Mr. de 
Valera pursue his own policy, ‘‘ and none 
other,” with only sixty-seven members of 
the Ddil behind him? So long as he kow- 
tows to the Labour Party he will be able 
to do as he chooses—or as Mr, Norton 
chooses; but at the first sign of real 
independence Labour will turn on him, 
and out he will go. In these circumstances, 
may we not appeal once again to Mr. de 
Valera to change his tactics, and thus to 
give a new and hopeful turn to the whole 
course of Irish politics?

‘Therefore, we suggest, with all respect to 
Mr. de Valera, that the only way in which 


that the young Marconi owed the oppor- 
tunity to pursue his experiments without 
persistent hindrance from his Italian 
father. His father desired that the boy 
should become a musician, and threatened 
that the boy’s electrical apparatus must 
be banished from the domestic scene. By 
the intervention of his mother this sacri- 
fice was averted; and in a barn of the 
paternal estate modern broadcasting was 
born. The first transmission was only a 
few hundred feet, but that was sufficient 
to demonstrate the possibilities of the 
Hertzian wave to revolutionise communi- 
cations. His native Italy was no more 
favourably impressed by the ideas of the 
youthful inventor than was his father, 
and once more the determination of hig 
Irish mother made the boy’s progress 
possible, Signora Marconi brought ‘her 
brilliant son to England, and it was in 
London that he patented his first wireless 
transmitting and receiving apparatus. 
That. was in 1896, when Guglielmo 
Marconi was only 22 years old, and the 
British General Post Office officials were 
astounded by the transmission and recep- 
tion of messages without wires between 
St. Martins-le-Grand and the Thames 
Embankment. Two years later wireless 
telegraphy was used for the first time 
commercially when Marconi sent the 
results of a regatta at Dun Laoghaire to

The capsizing of a small boat off Port- 
rush yesterday resulted in the death of 
one holiday-maker' and in three others 
having narrow escapes from drowning.

Marconi, like Newton and all 
other great men of science, stood upon 
the shoulders of giants, and the work he 
did has only yielded its rich harvest 
through the labours of hosts of less famous 
successors whc have been no mere disciples, 
but contributors of original and potent 
invention. Earlier students than Marconi 
had investigated the nature of electric 
radiation and sketched the uses to which 
it might be put. The crucial discovery 


which rightly had been called the supreme 
human stupidity.

Reports from the rival camps express con- 
fidence. In conversation’ with Limerick and 
Tipperary representatives last Sunday at 
Portlaoighise, I learned that no pains are 
being spared in preparation.

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MATCH OF THE CENTURY 


ONALD BUDGE (America) beat Baron 
Gottfried von Cramm (Germany) b 
three sets to two—6-8, 5-7, 6-4, 6.9, 
8-6—in the greatest, lawn tennis match of the 
century; to give the United States a thrilling 
three rubbers to two victory in the inter- 
zone final of the Davis Cup at Wimbledon 
yesterday, and secured for them the right to 
challenge Britain for the trophy in the final 
round at the end of this week. 

H, Henkel (Germany) had previously 
beaten America’s No. 2 “ Bitsy ” Grant by 
three sets to one—7-5, 2-6, 6-3, 6-4—to make 
the scores level at two rubbers all, and every- 
thing depended upon the last single. 

No one could have expected that von 
Cramm would come so near upsetting one of 
the biggest certainties ever known in lawn 
tennis. Only after a  two-and-a-quarter- 
hours’ battle on the centre court did Budge 
win. In that dramatic last set von Cramm 
led 4-1, was twice within a point of 5-3, and 
also held the advantage at 6-5.. He kept the 
crowd of about 10,000 in a continual uproar 
as he tried to stave off Budge’s attack. In 
the last. game of the match the excitement 
was almost unbearable. Four times von 
Cramm saved match point, but the fifth time 
he went down to a great passing shot, and 
AH interest in this year's competitior 
aded. 


A WONDERFUL DISPLAY 


Men who had been in the game for forty 
and fifty years were unanimous in their 
— that better tennis has never been 
played than that yesterday, by Budge and 
von Cramm. It would be impossible to 
exaggerate the brilliance of the stroke pro- 
duction, and difficult’ to convey the terrific 
speed at which the duel was fought. It is 
doubtful whether either will ever play quite 
so well again. It was the exhibition of a 
lifetime, and those who were fortunate 
enough to see it will never forget it.

CORK

RASHERS MAY BE 2/6 
A POUND 


At a special meeting of the Cork Grocery, 
Pupvision, and Allied Trades’ Association on 
Monday the state of the bacon market was 
discussed. Jt was stated that the merchants 
read with interest the letter in the newspapers 
from Mr. Findlater, stating that although the 
price of pigs had been reduced by ós. ‘per 
ewt. to the producer, the price of bacon in 
Dublin had not been reduced to the retailer. 
lt was said that since then the situation had 
become even more extraordinary, as not only 
has the price of pigs been reduced, but the 
price of bacon to the retailer has been 
advanced a further 5s. per cwt.; and, in 
addition, it is impossible to obtain anything 
like an adequate supply. The leading pro- 
vision shops in Cork to-day are begging the 
curers for supplies to carry them over the 
week-end. 
It was stated at the meeting that the price 
of bacon in the last year has been advanced 
from 85s. to 135s. per cwt. to the trade; that 
rashers are selling in Dublin from 2s. per Jb. 
upwards, and even then it is not an 
economical proposition to the retailer. A 
member said that at the rate bacon was 
advancing the retail price of loin rashers 
would soon be in the neighbourhood of 
2s. 6d. per Ib. The same Irish bacon to-day 
can be b@ught in the most expensive London 
stores at 1s. 6d. per lb. 

The matter has been taken up with the 
Bacon Marketing Board, 


INVESTIGATION NEEDED 
Mr J. J. ~ Holloway, -president of the 
National Agricultural and Industrial abla 2 
ment Association writes to us regarding the 
price and supply of bacon. About a month 
ago, he states, the Council of the National 
Agricultural and Industrial Development 
Association investigated a complaint made by 
one of its members with reference to prices 
charged by retailers. As a result of that 
inquiry the Council were satisfied that no 
charge of profiteering could be laid against 
the retailers.

There are, Í know, still people who think 
you ought to admire them when they tell 
ou they don’t read fiction. History and 
biography they look on as serious pursuits; 
fiction’ as a frivolous waste of time—some- 
thing like ‘the pictures. But they are out of 
date. The novel is the especial modern art 
form, not hecause of any great merit in it- 
self, but because modern life changes with 
such extraordinary rapidity, and the 
theatre—the great art of the Old World— 
cannot re-adjust itself as readily as the 
novel to changing conditions. It gets 
stuck; a new playwright arises, but cannot 
find actors; a new style of acting emerges, 
but cannot find playwrights. 

That is, the theatre gets stuck because of 
its rather cumbrous machinery. But what 
causes fiction to stick? I aék that because, 
though officially I am supposed to speak to 
you about the great fiction writers of to- 
day, I must be honest and tell you—in a 
whisper—that there aren't any. That is, 
there are no source books, no books. that 
tell. you about the latest discoveries; in 
fact, I very much doubt if there are any 
discoveries worth talking about. 


ONLY TWO WRITERS 


In modern literature—that is, literature in 
English—l can think of only two writers 
who have achieved the sort of reputation the 
scientist achieves and convinced a whole 
generation-that they were exploring anew the 
old avenues of joy and pain which a hundred 
writers before them had explored and a 
hundred thousand had taken on trust. They 
are James Joyce and D. H. Lawrence. Each 
was a man of quite exceptional gifts, and 
there are certain parallels in their lives which 
may be of some service to us in considering 
why the novel has got stuck. Each had an 
unhappy home life; each had an intense 
feeling towards a devoted mother and conse- 
quent disagreements with his father. This 
would be a matter of complete indifference 
} but that both have stressed the fact in their 
work, and in both it had a determining m- 
fluence upon the nature of the work. — 

Lawrence's first novel, “The White Pea- 
cock,” was an amazing achievement for a man. 
in his early twenties. In it he shows that 
one great gift which lasted with him untrl his 
early death: the power of projecting himself 
entirely into the world of nature, a landscape, 
a bunch of flowers, a horse; when Lawrence 
touches them they seem to spring into immedi- 
ate pulsating life. And it is not the appalling 
anthropomorphism of the nature-lover so 
called, who makes a tree or a dog talk and 
think like a human being. Lawrence's genius 
is that the life he describes is always an un- 
conscious life. It is only m his third book, 
“ Sons and Lovers,’’ that we see the danger 
in which this great gift places him. “Sons 
and Lovers,” is a dramatization of his own 
unhappy home life with a drunken father and 
a mother he adored, The scenes in the home; 
the brutality of the father; the terrible 
struggle of the mother to bring up her 
children properly; the impotent, agonised 
adoration of the boy, put this book straight- 
way among the great things of English 
fiction. These are scenes I defy anybody to

GENUINE EXPLORATION 


lt ig an extreme and fantastic book, filled 

with a dangerous sensibility. It was written 
in tears, and it appealed to my generation 
in the same way as Goethe’s Werther 
appealed to young Germans. It made us 
all self-conscious, emotional, rebellious, and 
at each re-reading Í find that its magic 
dwindles. When one has grown out of the 
Stephen Dedalus stage there isn’t much else 
in the ‘book, except, perhaps, the great 
scene in which Joyce described how the Par- 
nell split broke upon his own home.. But 
it will, 1 believe, continue to influence young 
people long after the Parnell split and the 
civil war have been forgotten, for, like 
Dubliners, it is genuine exploration. . 
Ulysses began as a short story for Dubliners 
and ended as the biggest thing in modern 
literature. What happened it is fairly plain. 
lt was begun in a detached scientific spirit, 
the spirit in which Joyce trained that tearful 
soul of his to expréss itself, but as the por- 
trait with its trembling sensitiveness began. 
to emerge from his mind, the cold scientific 
spirit already seemed old-fashioned, and Joyce 
saw a blending of the two; the course, sen- 
sual, mediocre Bloom must be made to meet 
the refined and sensitive Dedalus, who, of 
course, is Joyce himself; all Joyce has known 
of the underworld of Dublin, its vice and its 
horror will be blended with his own superb 
dreams, his agonies of sensitiveness, It 1s an 
amazing conception and an amazing book. 
It opens with young Dedalus brooding upon 
the death of his mother. She has died just 
after he has lost his faith; on her dying bed 
she had asked him to kneel and say a prayer 
for her. He had refused, and now he 1s 
haunted by the.thought of the dead face and 
the prayer for the dying echoes through his 
mind.

MEMORY HAUNTED 


About this central theme the whole fabric 
of the book is built up. We follow Dedalus 
tea the school where he teaches, the national! 
library, the office of the Freeman; through 
all the byways of Dublin; and everywhere 
he is haunted by that memory; sometimes 
it is merely suggested, as when he talks 
of the Anglo-Saxow Agenbite of Inwit— 
Remorse of Conscience, sometimes it floats 
through his mind as an echo of the old 
Latin prayer. In the Walpurgis Night scene 
it mounts to a monstrous climax, when 
drunken and dissipated, Stephen sees his 
mother enter in her grave-clothes and, with 
an oath smashes the gasolier and rushes 
‘into the street. As a sort of horrible com- 
panion, Mr. Bloom, the little Hungarian Jew, 
Arthur Griffith’s friend, is traced in the 
same way until they meet in the nightmare 
of the Walpurgis Night. He is the foil to 
Dedalus, Sancho Panza to his Quixote, 
Falstaff to his Prince Hal. 

1 should be the last to deny the superb 
quality of the book at its best, the perfect 
sense of form, the gorgeous humour; but 
more and more often 
whether -the marriage of Dubliners and 
Portrait of the Artist, in Joyce’s mind, was 
a real marriage at all—whether real mar- 
riage between them was possible. Sancho 
Panza and Quixote I understand; they are 
cut out of the same piece of cloth; so are 
Falstaff and Prince Hal. But are Bloom and 
Stephen? Isn’t-Bloom, like so many of the 
characters in Dubliners, a piece of raw ob- 
jectivity, unwarmed by the authors per- 
sonality; isn’t Stephen Dedalus a Nar- 
cissus, a human soul which has never been 
penetrated by the real world, and brought 
to laugh at itself and adjust its impos- 
siblism by outside standards? I do not 
know; I only feel now that sometimes I 
want to kick the too-human Bloom into a 
semblance of human dignity, and box the 


forget. But there are other scenes which 
describe the relations of the» boy: with his 
sweetheart which are on a quite different 
plane. They are not bad with a mere badness 
of failure; they are bad in their very con- 
ception. The love he describes is not a mere 
crudity or indecency; it is something much 
worse—it is love with the woman left out. 
There is not even the faintest attempt to 
adjust it to her humanity, to limit and define 
it sa her limitations. It is as though Lawrence's 
sense of proportion utterly deserted him thevery 
moment he began to think of love; he wants 
to write of it as he writes of birds and trees— 
as something absolutely unconscious, which, 
by its very nature, it cannot be. 


LIFELESS FIGURES 


That is a fata weakness in the 
novelist. From this on we see Lawrence in- 
dulging in the elaborate fake of creating men 
and women who can feel love in his way. 
‘You can fake anything,” said Tolstoy, 
grimly, “but you cannot fake psychology.’ 
And so, in novel after novel, Lawrence gives 
us those wonderful landscapes, throbbing with 
natural life, and men and women move 
against them who have no life at all. And, 
as a result, his novels grow more and shape- 
less, because humanity is form, and Lawrence 
will not accept humanity at any price— 
humanity, with its headaches and heartaches, 
its anxiety about to-morrow, its absurd and 
humiliating limitations. He rages against 
form in the same way as he rages against 
humanity. ‘They want me to have form. 
That means they want me to have their 
pernicious, ossiferous, skin-and-grief form. 
No one needs to be reminded how, towards 
the end of his days, he howled against life, 
against machinery, against art—how he made 
endeavour after endeavour to start a new 
civilisation. in some unspoiled spot of the 
earth’s surface or how big a mess he made of 
his own life in the process. 

Now, there is something in all this that 
reminds me of the fate ot the Celtic nations. 
[do not want to claim for Lawrence that 
he had so much Welsh blood. What I am 
suggesting is that he represents the Celtic 
streak in English literature which Arnold 
was the first to point out. The most obvious 
proof of this is his amazing power of writing 
about nature. You would not need me to 
remind you that when they got tired oí the 
Latin civilisation which produced the early 
hymns, the Irish began to write nature 
poetry, which is still umique in European 
literature. But that poetry had another point 
in common with Lawrence’s writing; the 
nature it described was hunter’s country. In 
page after page of Irish literature you will 
find landscapes without a single trace cf 
human occupation; you need not go further 
than the medieval story of Suibne Geilt. 


A REVOLT 


And there is another thing which Arnold 
noticed, though he did not see how intimately 
it was bound up with the Celtic passion for 
nature. ‘‘ The revolt against the despotism 
of fact,” is how he described it, and I am 
astonished that critics as acute as Aldous 
Huxley did not remember that revealing 

hrase when dealing with Lawrence. For the 

eltic love of nature is itself a revolt against 
the despotism of fact, the fact of 
Christianity. 


Fionn and the Fenians loved 
The mountain more than the cell; 
They loved the blackbird’s voice; 
Never the voice of the bell. 


It is not nature that the Irish and Lawrence 
wanted to get back to. but the unconscious 
instinctive life of the tribe, in which per- 
sonality is shattered, and even the leader 
whom the tribe obeys moves not by intelli- 
gence, but by charms and dreams 
Intellectually, at le:st, Joyce’s beginning 
was even more promising than Lawrences 
His book of stories, Dubliners, is the last 
word in cold reason; anything less mystic it 
would be hard to imagine. But it was a 
enuine piece of exploration. This Dublin of 
oyce's, which might as well have been Cork 
or Galway, was the first portrayal in litera- 
ture of everyday life in Irish cities. Young 
men nowadays would probably find it hard to 
believe the revelation it was to us fifteen 
years ago. es 
The Portrait of the Artist, which suc- 
ceeded it, was a very different kettle of fish. 
It was an imaginative autobiography, an 
the young man who in Dubliners had walked 
the streets of Dublin with a coldly 
scientific eye was r ed as a nervous 
‘tortured soul, crucified by his own 
weaknesses, and by the ugli 
him.

. WHY IT WAS BANNED 


Mr. O’Connor’s talk was cancelled for three 
reasons—(1) That the script was not sub- 
mitted five days before the time for broad- 
casting, as is required by the studio; (2) that 
Lawrence being dead and “ Ulysses,” the 
book of Joyce’s principally treated in the 
talk, being scarcely a work of to-day, the talk 
was not the most suitable for a '' Writers of 
To-day ” Series; and (3) a talk on Lawrence 
and Joyce, as written by Mr. O'Connor, 
while no doubt suitable for a critical or 
literary audience, was not suitable for 
general dissemination, and the broad- 
casting authorities felt that they would have 
left themselves open to criticism and censure 
had they permitted the talk. 

The first of these objections would have 
been waived, as it had been waived before, 
had the script on presentation—actually two 
hours before the time fixed for the broad- 
cast—been found suitable; on the other hand, 
had the script been presented in good time it 
might have ai possible for the' director and 
Mr.. O'Connor to discuss it with the object, 
of having the talk brought into line with 
what the authorities considered desirable. 
But the combination of these two principal 
circumstances, the late submission of the 
script and its unsuitability in certain respects, 
permitted of no alternative to the cancellation 
of the talk.

Union to take disciplinary actron. 

Dealing with the bill for amendment of the 
libel law which it is hoped to introduce into 
the House of Commons, Major Astor said the 
Press was entitled to protectton against what 
was known as “ Gold digging litigation.”

MOTOR VESSEL

FIRST CALL AT 
DROGHEDA

From Our CORRESPONDENT. 
DROGHEDA, Tuesday. 


“The Kilkenny is the largest ship built in 
Dublin for the past fifteen years, and it is 
designed to meet the requirements of the 
Department of Agriculture in the Free State 
siúd in Great, Britain. In passing I might say 
that her construction gave employment to 
about 150 men in Dublin for twelve months. 
I think you will agree they have turned 
out a magnificent piece of work, which has 
done them great credit—(Applause)— and I 
hope won't be the last,” said Mr. Jd. 
McLacLlan, at the Drogheda port to-day, 
when members of the Drogheda Corporation 
and Harbour Commissioners inspected the 
motor vessel Kilkenny, which paid her first 
visit. to the Drogheda port. The vessel is 
intended to be used in the Drogheda-Liver- 
pool service. 

There were forty persons present, includ- 
ing Alderman L. J. Walsh, T.D., Mayor of 
Drogheda; Mr. W. M. Riley, local manager 
of the British and Irish Steam Packet (1936) 
Company, and members of the Drogheda 
Corporation and Harbour Commissioners, 
and shippers, who inspected the vessel and 
expressed themselves very pleased with the 
manner in which the British and Irish Com- 
pany had laid out this vessel, and provided 
ample accommodation for the captain, 
crew, bullock men and the live-stock. 

The vessel, which has a gross tonnage of 
1,520 tons, is 270 feet in length, and has a 
forty-foot beam. It will accommodate. 730 
fat cattle and 650 sheep, as well as a large 
quantity of general cargo. 


COMPANY’S DESIRE 
Mr. McLachlan added that the vessel had 


been constructed primarily for service on the 
Drogheda-Dublin-Liverpool trade, and that if 
the live stocker people could give them full 
loads of stock from the Drogheda port 
nothing would give them greater pleasure 
than to send the vessel to the port of 
Droghéda when a full load of live stock was 
available. 

“hH is the desire of our Chairman, Sir 
Alfred Read, and our general manager, Mr. 
Barry, that live stock should be handled and 
conveyed under the most humane conditions 
possible, and I think you will agree that in 
the construction of the Kilkenny that object 
has been achieved,” he concluded. 

Alderman L. J. Walsh, T.D., Mayor of 
Drogheda, proposing a vote of thanks, said 
that in future he hoped the traders would 
do everything possible to see that those from 
Drogheda and those from the geographical 
position around would ship through the 

rt of Drogheda and Drogheda only. Mr. 

cLachlan had stated that the Kilkenny was 
built in Dublin,-and that was something to 
‘be proud of—(applause)—and that she went 
to Belfast yards, which are the largest 
in the world, to be fitted. That also they 
should be proud of. He honed. that in the 
near future there would be even greater em- 
ployment in the building of ne wships. 

Mr. W. H. Jordan, Chairman of the 
Drogheda Chamber’ of Commerce, seconded 
the vote, and expressed the hope that the 
traders would do all in their power to further 
the port of Drogheda.
